ANAHEIM, Jan. 5.—Joseph Keller, 
arrested late Friday night on a charge 
of nttemptPd blackmail,

The letters which Keller is accused of 
having w ritten to John K ellenberger 
and Boyd W ebster, a lfi-year-old boy, 
who drives a milk wagon, were pro­ 
duced. 
It. appears that Keller wrote eight 
letters, threatening all m anner of dire 
consequences if they did not pay cer­ 
tain sum s of money at a specified time 
and place. 
The first of the “th reats 
terrible" was carried out. New Y ear's 
night,

and rig, which he had left hitched on 
one of the main thoroughfares,

completely demolished and the har­ 
ness riddled to hits. 
Tile horse alone 
escaped injury and was found hitched 
further down the street. 
At the time of Keller’s arrest bot­ 
tles of milk and a box of tickets taken 
from the milk wagon were found in j 
the room, and the crayon pencil with 
which all of the letters were address­ 
ed, was found in his pockets. 
Paper 
and envelopes resem bling 
the 
kind 
used in every instance were also d is­ 
closed. 
A local druggist was called 
in this afternoon to identify Keller as 
the man to whom he had sold the 
stationery, 
and 
another 
m erchant 
stated that lie recognized him as the 
man who addressed several 
epistles 
of like description from his place of 
business. 
N otw ithstanding the conclusiveness 
of tile evidence, Keller refuses to ad ­ 
mit his 
guilt,
